The Edmonton 
half-breeds were natives of the reg- 
ion They neither knew nor cared 
about conditions on the Red River 
They too were buffalo hunters, but 
they were west of the buffalo and 
had not been disposed to regard fay- 
orably the extension westward of op- 
erations of hunters from the Red Riv 


er, To this rule there was the ex- 
ception of a small settlement of Eng- 
lish-speaking half-breeds who came 
originally from Portage la Prairie and 


constituted the Victoria Settlement 

now Pakan—on the river 80 miles be- 
low Edmonton, In all matters these 
people sided with the whites. The St 
Albert, Ste. Anne and Lac la Biche 
Settlements, north of Edmonton, and 
the Duhamel Settlement on the Bat- 
tle River, south-easterly, were French- 
speaking.

There had never 
been any break in the friendly rela-

In- 
dian discussions take a great deal of 
time. While the Indians talked, the 
whites prepared for defence Even 
though they might not ultimately be 
effective, these preparations strength- 
ened the arguments of the Indian 
peace party and temporarily delayed

REPLIES TO READERS 


Sneezing 
We will appreciate your letting us 
know whether or not the old saying: 

“very sneeze shortens & person's 

lifetime,” is true, Shall watch your 

column for advice on above. 
TWO READERS 
Reply:: 

This may seem a strange inquiry, 
but it is not wholly an idle one, as 
there is a bit of psychology in sneez- 
ing, though it pertains mainly to the 
psychology of folk 
lore. 

The notion 1s 
widespread among 
primitive people 
and survives in 
the folk-lore of 
our own social 
heritage that a 
sneeze has a close 
relation to the 
soul or spirit, or 
whatever that is 
called which 
keeps us alive, 


When you sneeze, something departs | 


from you, and so “every sneeze short- 
ens @ person's life.” Needless to say, 
there isn’t the slightest grain of truth 
in the popular belief; it is an idea 
that may well be sneezed at. 


The folk-lore of sneezing is well | 
known from the German custom of | 


saying “Gesundheit” or “Goodhealth” 
to any one who sneezes. The origin 
of that is plain. Since sneezing is 
in the nature of something leaving 
you, it becomes a bad omen; and by 
saying the magic word “Gesundheit” 
you promptly convert it into a goed 
omen, The ancient Greeks no less 
than the modern Germans made an 
omen out of a sneeze, and it was com- 
monly an omen of evil, to be offset 
by proper ceremonies. The breath, 
the shadow, the reflection were like- 


wise connected vaguely with the spirit | 


or soul, much as though the hou), 


which was thought of as ethereal and 
not material, found its nearest coun-

yet not too grossly so, It was thus 
an emanation like & sneeze or a 
breath, or @ reflection, Hence the 
custom of covering the mirrors in a 
house {in which death has occurred, 
for fear that the departing sould may 
somehow be disturbed by seeing its 


reflection or double. Hence also 
avoidance of stepping on shadows. 
Sneezing ts a bit of physiology, 


and it isn't so obvious why we should 
be sneezing creatures, any more than 
why we should yawn or stretch. That 
is, you couldn't easily predict from 
examining a man that he would be 
liable to these reflexes, They all 
somehow relieve tension. That is 
plainer for yawning (which is a sign 
of fatigue) and stretching (which is 
a sign of a need to get into action). 
The mechanism of sneezing ts more 
obscure. Why coming out into the 
glare or looking at the sun should 
start a sneeze, is not clear; that 
stimulation happens to set off the 
reflex, 

That a sneeze is in fact a minta- 
ture brain explosion (some physiolo-

Eskimos Have Trying Or- 
deal in Hudson Straits 
Without Food 


Canadian Press 

OTTAWA, Mar. 9—Trapped for six 
days on a drifting ice floe in Hudson 
Straits between Nottingham Island | 
and Cape Wolstenholme, five Eskimos | 
eventually overcame their plight and | 
straggied into Boucherville, near) 
death from hunger and exhaustion, 
according to radio dispatches relayed | 
from the government's radio station 
at Nottingham Island to departmental 
officials here 

The aborigines had set out on a 
hunting expedition on February 21 
and had ventured several hundred 
yards out on the ice, Without warn- 
ing they became detached from the 
main floe on which were their dog 
teams and food supplies 

For three days the floe drifted ailm- 
lessly about in the pack-ice of the 
straits, The marooned natives were 
afraid to sleep, owing to the danger | 
of freezing to death, while they were 
forced to exist on sealskin to over- 
come the torture of hunger 

Carried Back and Forth 
Several times the floe was carried 


yards of land ice, but aa often were 
they carried back into the straita by 
unfavorable currents of off-shore 
winds, | 

The hapless party eventually was 
carried toward pack ice about 15 or | 
20 miles east of Wolstenholme and | 
succeeded in reaching shore, the dis- 
patch relates. Far from habitation, 
the Eskimos were compelled to trek 
nearly 30 miles over hummocky tice 
until they sighted Boucherville on 
February 27, The exhausted hunters 
collapsed within a short distance of 
the post, but were speedily carried to 
shelter, where they were given treat- 
ment and food, The dispatch inti- 
mated that all five had recovered 
from their trying ordeal, |
